New York, Dee.ld.—Carvol D, Wilght
presldent of Clark university and
United Btales commissioner of labor,
who has just deéllvVered an addreas be-
fore the Philadelphia Ethical Culture
Booiety, In which he expressed the be-
lief that the wage wystem will soon
pass away, epoke Iater on the subject
before o large crowd in Cooper Unlon,
this clty, Predlotions which he made
that the time is riapldly approaching
when workmen will receive a  falrer
share of the profits of the industry
aroused much enthusinam,

“Under the whge system ns outined
by the Iate Francis Walker,” sald the
speaker, "the walge worker receives in
advance from capital the measure of
his lubor, this measure being recouped
by the preturnd fow ¥he product. the
wige worker thus helng' pald for his
any return for this co-operation with
services before the employer recelves
the labor,

“Under co-operntion pure and simple
Ahe wage earner, who Is the co-operator
must walt until the product s secured,
marketed and pald for. This, perhaps,
l& the real underlying reason why ¢o-
operation, in lts slmplé form and when
aoplied o production, has not succeed-
ed, The employer, therefors, collects
from the consumer the money to re-
coup his advancements on the cost of
production,

“The two parties to production are
belng placed on o more thorough bukl-
nesg basis than of old. Hach is begin.
ning to understand the other, and as
thig understanding erystallizes Into pos
Itive knowledge, and each ls rendy to
meet the dther on a falr and equal
Easiy, the wale question will be relieved
of gome of Its frrltating complications.
The employer must conslder hin ems-
ploye an investor, aa well as stock-
holder, for the workman invests all he
hag, and that Is his labor of today. He
has, therefore, & perfect right to know
why he eannot market the labhor to the
lrest possible ndvantalge.

New York, Dec. 14.—~Willlam H. En-
nis, formerly a Brookiyn pollcaman,
who was convicted of having murdered
his wife, was put to death this morn-
Ing in the electric chalr at the Sing
Sing prison. The execyution passed off
quickly and Eonis wog dead after three
shocks had been administered.

The murder occurred January 14, 1602,
at the home of Mrs, Bunis' mother in
Carardle. The policeman first attacked
his mother-In-law and then shot down
hin wife, despite the pleadings of her
sister,
